This publication is one of a class which may often 
prove disadvantageous to the student by tempting 
him to neglect the proper exercise of his own powers. 
That 6vil, however, is probably very little to be 
feared in the present instance, as we may naturally 
suppose that those students for whom the Treatise on 
Precis-Writing is more especially designed are so 
earnestly desirous of acquiring skill and readiness in 
that species of composition, that they will not refer 
to the Key until they have employed their own best 
efforts in converting the prescribed Exercises into 
the required forms. On the presumption of such 
efforts being previously made, the utility of the Key 
for the purposes of reference and comparison is 
obvious; and it is hoped that those who thus le- 
gitimately use the supplementary help here provided, 
wUl find their progress forwarded with the rapidity, 
and accompanied with the satisfaction, which the 
Author intended to promote.

26. A swallow once directed the attention of some litt'<3 
birds to a farmer sowing hemp, and advised them to pick 
it up, because nets for snaring birds were made of hemp j 
but the advice was disregarded. When the hemp appeared 
above ground, the swallow again urged them to pick it up 
before it would be too deeply rooted ; but, as they were 
still regardless, he abandoned their society, and sought a 
safer residence in the town. Some time afterwards, seeing 
some of these very birds carried captive by a bird-catcher, 
he exclaimed, ' Ah I now you see the sad effects of your 
folly ; but they who are without foresight, and yet dei^ise 
salutary warning, deserve the mischief they thereby incur.' 

27. The Greeks having taken Troy, relented ailer the 
first fury of plunder was over, and granted to every free 
citizen permission to take away any one of the things 
Trbich bad belonged to him. jEneas selected what h« 
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Talued most — his household gods. Interested by such 
piety, the conquerors gave him leave to take also from what 
remained that which he now valued most. Upon this he 
took Anchises, his aged and infirm &ther, on his shoulders, 
and carried him safely out of the burning town. On wit* 
nessing this proof of filial affection, the Greeks declared 
that it was against nature, to regard as an enemy a man so 
ennobled by religious and filial devotion ; and they allowed 
him to take away everything which had belonged to him. 

28. We can place together six equilateral triangles, or 
four squares, or three hexagons, so as exactly to fill up space 
in one plane round a point; but no other regular and 
similar figures can be so arranged. Now, the bases of the 
cells of a bee-hive should be one of those three forms, to 
prevent waste of space ; and the bees instinctively choose 
the hexagonal form, because the perimeter of a hexagon, of 
any area, is less than that of a square or an equilateral 
triangle of the same area ; and thus the same amount of 
room is formed with the least quantity of wax. 

29. The sides of an excavation or embankment should 
be sloped according to the nature of the soil. To make the 
slope greater than necessary is to waste labour and groimd. 
Observation and experience determine the proper inclina- 
tion. An embankment or cutting, which at a certain 
angle would be firm and weatherproof, if the soil were sand, 
gravel, or other material not retaining water, would not 
stand one winter if chiefly clay. For ordinary earth, a 
slope of 1 to 1, or 45°, is found sufficient; for clay, 1^ to 1, 
or 33° 42', may be necessary to prevent water collect- 
ing in fissures ; in other cases, J to 1, or even -J to 1, is not 
too steep. We may know the slope likely to stand, by 
knowing what material is to be cut through, and ob- 
serving its position in parts where it is exposed. 

30. The Druids were the priests of the Gauls and Britons;

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and though probably the Britons first learned Drnidism 
from the Gauls, it flourished most in Britain, so that Gauls 
themselves came to Britain to learn it more perfectly. 

The British Druids were natural philosophers as well a3 
priests: legislators also, and judges of the country. 

Like Pythagoras, they professed belief in one supreme 
God, the soul's immortality and transmigration, and a future 
state of retribution ; but they worshipped some heathen 
deities, and sometimes they offered human sacrifices. For 
cemples they had large stone enclosures open to the sky, the 
existing ruins called Stonehenge having been one of these. 

They taught in sacred groves, and specially venerated the 
oak ; whence their name has been thought to come from 
druSf the Greek word for an oak ; more probably it comes 
from deru, the British word for an oak. 

The people's minds were so swayed by the Druids, that 
the Boman general, Suetonius, to ensure the conquest of 
Britain, attacked and slew a great number of these priests 
in their stronghold of Mona, now called Anglesea.

Precis of part of Mr, WomunCa Report on the Library of 

Art J Jan. 1854- 

Mr. Womum's Report states :— 

That the library was opened in Marlborough House for 
students and the public, in October 1852, but in the morn- 
ings only ; that as it then contained only 1500 books it was 
not advertised, and the average attendance in 1852 was 
only &ye per day ; that for the first half-year of 1853 the 
attendance was 8 per day; and that the library having 
then outgrown its accommodation, three larger rooms were 
provided in the west wing of Marlborough House, and a 
prospectus was now published, and the library advertised as 
open daily from 10 a.m. till 9 p.m. excepting Saturday 
nights. 

That the library was kept open during the vacation when 
the students were absent, yet the average daily attendance 
during the three summer months was 12 ; but that during 
the last three months of 1853 it rose tp 38, or nearly 8 times 
that of the closing quarter of 1852. 

That this success has been owing mainly to the opening 
of the library in the evening, partly to the prospectus and 
to the circulation of favourable reports by readers ; that the 
evening attendance may be taken as two-thirds of the whole 
daily attendance. 

That statistics, showing a remarkable increase in 1853 on 
the preceding year, and giving the present high average of 
about 250 readers per week, indicates the great public 
necessity for a library of this kind. 

That, though the library derives its attendance mainly 
from the schools, comprising men of various ages and pur- 
suits, and already established in life, it is gradually gaining 
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the appreciation of the public unconnected with the schools ; 
that the number of such subscribers for the year has been 
170 ; and that the circumstance of all the visitors, students 
as well as others, paying, though the fee be small, may serve 
to indicate the earnest nature of the studies carried on, and 
to justify the assumption that the library has been signally 
successful.

Sir Hichard Mayne, ELC.B., examined req)ecting the pro- 
visions and operation of * An Act to substitute, in certain 
cases, other Punishment in lieu of Transportation,'^-

In answer to That he thinks transportation one of the 

Quest 3358 punishments most feared by criminals as a 
to 8363. class, although persons who had family or 
other connections here would feel it more than those who 
had none, or who saw that it gave them the best chance of 
reforming. 

That it is a mode of punishment which ought not to be 
done away with, but, if the difficulties which caused the 
passing of the Act of 1853 were removed, should be re- 
sumed to a certain extent. That it would be valuable as 
a means of removing a number of criminal characters from 
this country, where old associates and habits and the diffi- 
culty of obtaining employment so strongly oppose their 
endeavours to live by honest means, and almost comp^ 
them to return to crime on being released from punish-' 
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ment ; and it would be valuable also a8 giving tbe best 
chance of reforming to those who have any wish to reform. 
That he does not see how any system of imprisonment in 
this country (where it must be for limited periods) can get 
over the difficulty of criminals having to return to a stat« 
of society in which, with their tainted character, it is very 
difficult to get honest employment, and where old habits 
and associates renew temptation to crime ; but that there 
is great advantage in their beuig sent to a new country 
beyond the sphere of such temptation, and where employ- 
ment is more easily obtained. 

That he has attentively watched the ope- 
In answer to ration of the Act of 1853, and has come to 
QttesL 3364 an uniavourable conclusion respecting it, 
to 3371. because of the disadvantages pertaining not 
to the ticket-of-leave system merely, but to any system by 
which criminals are returned to society here after a short 
period of imprisonment, during which no great change can 
have been produced on them. 

That he has with him a return, month by month, of the 
number of persons in England alone whose tickets of leave 
have been revoked, showing that from July 1 854 to the 
16th of the present month (June 1856), the whole number 
of revoked licences has been 174, and that the number has 
rapidly increased, the number for the four last months of 
1854 being 13, for the whole of last year 77, and for the 
first six months of the present year 84 ; that the returna 
are from his own office, as these persons are all recom- 
mitted in the custody of the metropolitan police, by the 
warrant of a police magistrate. 

That he believes the gross number of persons released 
during the two years is a little more than 5000. That the 
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mimber at large on this day is considerably more than it 
was cm this day twelve months, and that he does not give 
174 as a basis of percentage, but only as showing the 
number of persons released, after short periods of imprison- 
ment, who return to crime and are reconvicted, and as 
showing the difficulties the police have to deal with from 
the increased number of such persons under the present 
system. That he believes no licence has been revoked 
imless the party has been actually convicted for crime.

16. Abstract of part of Sir E, Mayn^s Evidence, 

The ticket-of-leave system does not seem advantageous. 
Transportation has a strong det^errent influence on criminals 
as a class, and especially on those who have family con- 
nexions. That some criminals desire it, as oflering the 
best chance for reforming, is a further argument for ita 
utility. It seems the only mode of punishment by which 
we can obviate the evil of having to discharge criminals 
in this country, where old habits and associates and the 
difficulty of getting employment are temptations to relapse. 
During the two years, about 5000 persons have been re- 
leased; 174. licences have been revoked in Engliand, on 
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account of new offences committed, and that number has' 
arisen hj rapid increase &om month to month. 



17. Abstract of the Precis of Mr. HilVs Evidence, 

The Act may be regarded as having worked well. It is 
wrong to charge it with evil which is owing to the 
necessity of discharging criminals in this coimtry. The 
conditions of the ticket-of-leave, which threaten reim- 
prisonraent if the holder appears without honest means 
of subsistence, would certainly be deterrent, were they 
acted upon ; but licences are actually not revoked unless 
for fresh crime. 

It seems probable, however, that our statistics which 

specify the number of reconvictions of ticket-of-leave 

men as only 8 per cent., are very inaccurate. The true 

nimiber must for several reasons be much higher ; so that 

the good results of the Act have been overrated. 

Our system of criminal statistics is very imperfect 
compared with, that of France, where an alias is rendered 

very difficult. 

Ticket-of-leave men following evil courses generally 
prefer for head-quarters the place they came from, and are 
easily enabled by the railway system to dispose of stolen' 
property at a distance. 

There is now, however, very little reluctance to employ 
ticket-of-leave men when they show good signs of being 
reformed. 

In the case of juveniles, apparently not hardened, 
Mr. Hill has been, for the last 15 years, in the practioe 
of passing a nominal punishment, and then entrusting the 
prisoner to the care of a relative or employer, who is 
thereafter frequently visited and mterrogatod respecting 
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liis ward. This system, which has answered well in the 
case of juveniles, has been occasionally tried, and with 
success, in the case of adults. 

Notwithstanding the uncertainty as to the number of 
re-convictions, the Act may be regarded as having worked 
beneficially. Its principle of enabling the convict to work 
himself out of prison by good conduct, and its other 
principle of qualifying his discharge by the condition of 
his continuing to show signs of being reformed, are sound 
and good ; but the Act requires improvement an regards 
its development of these two principles. The bill ori- 
ginally was not a ticket-of-leave bill, and properly enough 
substituted shorter terms for penal servitude than those 
for transportation. But when it was altered by admitting 
the ticket-of-leave expedient, the 4th section, specifying 
those shorter terms, was erroneously retained: it should 
be struck out.

Precis of Correspondence relative to Employment of British 
Officers under the Chinese Government. {See Parliamentary 
Paper in Chap. x. Sect. 3.) 

No. 1. Mr, Lay, Inspector-Genl. of Chinese Customs, 
16/6/62. submitted to Earl Russell a memorandum, ex- 
pressing the strong desire of the Chinese Govt, 
for the organisation of a European naval force, to 
. establish order throughout their empire, the ex- 
pense thereof to be deiray ed out of iheir Customs 
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Revenue ; and containing a proposal by Mr. Lay, 
88 entrusted with the organisation of such a force, 
to obtain the sanction of the British Govt, for 
British Officers to serve under that of China in the 
execution of this project ; which sanction wouldf 
without compromising Britain, relieve it of the 
great expense of our present fleet in China. Mr. 
Lay stated to Lord Russell that, in the event of 
the British Govt, approving the project, it would 
be necessary that Sir J. Bowring's Ordinance of 
1854, enjoining on British subjects neutrality 
between the contending parties in China, be 
repealed ; that Officers in H. M. Navy, wishing 
to join the proposed force, be allowed leave of 
absence, and that our Govt, should notify its 
No. 2. sanction of the project to our authorities in China. 

17/6/62. Earl Russell consulted the Admiralty on the 
No. 3. question, and was informed by them that Sir J. 

25/6/62. Bowring's order had been virtually abrogated by 
instructions recently given to British Officers in 
China, and that my Lords would not refuse appli- 
cations, made through the Foreign Office, for such 
Officers as could be spared being permitted to 
join the Chinese force ; but that the organisation 
of that force should be distinctly explained before 
British sanction is notified to our authorities in 

Nos.4,5,6.China. Earl Russell stated to the Admiralty his 
1/7/62. opinion, that no Officer ought to enter the Chinese 
service without the Queen's Licence. At the 
same time he applied to the Colonial Office for 
information, whether there was now in force in 
China (and if so* for a copy of) any neutrality 
ordinance; and being informed that none could 
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No. 7. be found, he forwarded that information to the 

8/7/56. Admiralty, and stated that he saw no legal diffi- 
culty in the way of British subjects being lent 
for temporary service in China. 
Kro8.8,9. Capt Osborn having requested the Foreign 

8/7/62. Office to make application for him to the Admi- 
ralty, for permission to enter the Chinese service, 
Nob. and such application having been accordingly

to Capt. Osborn, applied to Lord Russell for the 
Queen's Licence, to enable himself and Capt.

10/7/62. poses. A copy of this application was forwarded 

by Earl Russell to Secy. Sir G. Grey for his 

No. 18. fiivourable consideration. In the meantime an 
12/7/62. Admiralty Notice was issued, stating conditions 
on which an Officer was to accept permission to 
join the Chinese force : his service was not to be 
reckoned service in the Navy, as regarded pay, 
time, promotion, &c, ; and his being wounded or 
killed in this service was not to entitle himself, 
in the one case, to a pension for wounds, or his 
widow, in the other, to any more than the ordi- 
nary pension of one whose husband has died 
No. 14. while on half-pay. Sir G. Grey, in answer to 
25/7/62. Lord Russell's letter of the 10th inst., stated that 
he saw no objection to the licence applied for 
being granted on the usual terms, but apprehended 
that ihe leave to fit out ships aod to enlist British 
subjects could only be granted under the authority 
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No. 15. of an Order of H. M. in Council. Lord Russell 
30/7/62. had, in the meantime taken the opinion of the 
Attorney and Solicitor General, which was to the 
same effect as that of Sir G. Grej, as regards the 
enlistment of British subjects, but which allowed 
that Royal licences might be granted to enter the 
Chinese service and also to fit out and equip 
vessels for the Chinese Govt.
